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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the claimed invention is 
not unpatentable over Berstis because "there is no teaching or suggestion of selecting an element in Berstis, much less of creating a 
communications channel in response to selecting an element." Berstis teaches various embodiments for implementing a 
dictionary/glossary tool, with the main embodiment being shown as storing the dictionary information locally. In such an embodiment, it 
is granted that Berstis would not teach "creating a communications channel in response to selecting an element." Rather, the 
communications channel was initially created on startup to download the information to the local client. However, this is just one of the 
embodiments shown by Berstis. In another embodiment, the client is described as a network computer (col. 4 lines 52-59), in which 
case there is no local storage for running an application. Each application runs off a server, including the dictionary/glossary/spell-check 
applications. Furthermore, Berstis indicates that a client may communicate with a server to retrieve information and dictionary 
information (col. 5 lines 59-62). While Berstis does not explicitly recite "creating a communications channel in response to selecting an 
element", it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to extrapolate the alternative embodiments described to see how a 
network computer would need to communicate with a server when dictionary information was needed. 
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
